~ DANGER OF SPONTANEOUS LOMBUSTION. 


A Letter of the British Minister in Regard 
to the Way Cotton Is Packed. 


WASHINGTON, October 15.—The acting sec- 
retary of state recently received a letter from 
the British minister at Washington relative to 
the packing of American cotton intended for 
shipment, in which the minister refers to the 
great risk tu human life which has been shown 
to exist from the loose baling of cotton, and 
reinarks that the sabject is one of such great 
importance to’ both countries, and, indeed, to 
all nations, that in addition to the evidence 
already submitted by him he desires to call 
attention to the letter of Edward Atkinson, 
Stating that American cotton is treated more 
dangerously tham any other great staple of 
any kind, or than any other kind of cotton in 
the world, and to the letters further remarks, 
as follows: 

Bales are badly broken) they are rolled in the 
mud and exposed to the weather, and are always 
in a condition in which they become liable to 
the impregnation of cotton seed oil, and thereby 
to spontaneous combustion. When a bale of co.- 
ton, which is slightly moistened with oil on one 
end or side becomes broken so that air can enter 
into the interstices among the fibers, it may hap- 
pen very often that the right combination of fiber, 
oil and oxygen will oecur, causing rapid oxidation, 
which is known a8 spontaneous combustion. 

The minister also draws attention to Mr. 
Atkinson’s suggestion that there should be a 
careful examination of the bales before ship- 
ment, which examination the latter says, 
“might abate a part of the danger, although 
the whole danger will not be abated until the 
bale of cotton is made up, compressed, guarded 
and protected as it ought to be.”’

THEIR LAST WORK. 


Three Reporters of The Chicago Inter 
Ocean Killed in a Wreck 


ON THE CHICAGO AND EASTERN ILLINOIS 


They Were Assigned to Write Up 
a Midnight Ride. 


THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO WRECK. 


One of the Worst Accidents That Has 
Ever Happened on That Road. 
Other Casualties of the Day. 


CuicaGco, October 15.—A_ horrible accident, 
resulting in the death of three members of The 
Inter Ocean staff and serious injury of several 
other passengers, occurred on the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois railroad this morning about 11 
o'clock, at Crete, Ill. The dead are: 

Leonard -Washburne, sporting reporter for 
The Inter Ocean, 

Fred W. Henry, a reporter who came here 
recently from Louisville. 

J. J. McCafferty, an artist, recently from 
St. Louis. 

James Clark, engineer. 

The train left Evansville early this morn- 
ing and proceeded safely to Crete, where it 
run into an open switch. 

The newspaper men who were killed were 
on the engime, Henry and McCafferty having 
gone out for the purpose of writing up and 
illustrating a midnight ride on a fast train, 
and Washburne, who was returning to Chi- 
cago from an Indiana trip, having joined his 
friends on the engine when the accident came 
wi hout warning; and as the locomotive 
plunged from the track the four men _ were 
caught and completely buried beneath the 
wreck. 

The remains of McCafferty and Henry have 


not been recovered from tbe wreck, and are | 


supposed to be under the engine. 

facmedintely upon receipt of a telegram 
telling of the accident, President Hall, of the 
Eastern Lllinois railway, started with a special 
train for the scene of the wreck. Medical aid 
accompanied the president, and everything 
possible was done for the injured. 

The accident was caused by the engine run- 
ning into an open switch. 

Tonight a sad scene was witnessed at the 
Chicago depot of the Eastern Lilinois railroad. 
The mangled corpses of two of the newspaper 
menu were being patiently awaited by a jlarge 
number of their co-workers. When at last 
the train, bearing the bodies, arrived, all si- 
lently lent assistancein removing the remains 
to an undertaker’s. At The Inter-Ocean 
oftice tonight conversation seemed somehow 
restricted to monosyliables, and the lights at 
three of the desks were out. 

Washburne was to have been best man to- 
night ata wedding of one of his associates, 
Thomas R. Waddell, assistant city editor of 
The {nter-Ocean. The news of his tragic end 
was kept from Waddel} and his bride, and the 
ceremony took place shortly after poor Wash- 
burne’s body reached the city.

Mr. Atkinson Speaks of the Primitive 
Methodists as Impostors,¢ 


AND THEY THREATEN TQ WITHDRAW 


From the Ecumenical Council of the 
Methodists Yesterday 


IF HE DID NOT TAKE THE WORDS BACK. 


He Seems to Have Hada Desire to Knock 
Down an American Bishop, 
and He Got It. 


WASHINGTON, October 15.—Rev. Dr. Don- 
nelly, of the Irish Methodist church, presided 
ever the Ecumenical Methodist council at the 
beginning of the eighth day’s session. 

In reading the minutes reference was 
made to an “excellent impromptu address.” 
Objection was made—first, to the use of the 
adjective ‘‘excellent,’’ and afterward to that 
of “impromptu,” and they were stricken 
out, notwithstanding Mr. Atkinson’s mo- 
tion to leave the word “improinptu’”’ 
in, - on the ground that it was 
well understood that Theodore Hooks’s im- 
promptu jokes were carefully prepared a 
week in advance. Atkinson also objected to 


the exclusion of laymen frog the presiding 


officer’s chair, saying: ‘‘I have an uncontrolia- 

le desire to knock down some American 
bishop, and if I can’t do it from the chair I 
must doit from the floor.” [Laughter.] 

The first business before the council was the 
further consideration of the report of the busi- 
ness committee in response to the memoria! of 
the Methodist federation, and Dr. Stephens, on 
bebalf of the committee. made an explanation 


| of the purpose in reporting the resolution and 


expressed the hope that they would pass. He 
also suggested a few alterations in the original 


| text, so that as reported the resolution read as 


follows: . 

1. That theconference recognizes with grati- 
tude to God, the growing desire for closer relation 
amonst the evangelical churches of Christen- 
dom, and especially hails with devout thankful- 
ness the extention of that desire among the var- 
ious Methodist churches. 

2. The conference cannot doubt that concerted 
action upon many questions. would be greatly to 
the advantage of the kingdom of God. Such con- 
certed action might be possible and usefulin fol- 
lowing great provinces of the Methodist world,viz: 
(a.) GreatBritain, including its affiliated confer- 
ences and missions; (b.) United States, including 
its missions and mission conferences; (c.) Aus- 
tralia, with Polynesia and its other missions; (d.) 
Canada, with its mission. 

3. This conference, whereas thereto respectfully 
requests the churches represented ip this assem- 
bly, to consider whether such concerted action be 
possible and, if so,, by what means and in what 
way’ and directs the secretaries to forward a 
copy of this resolution to the senior bishop of 
every conference represented here. 

Dr. McClaren and Mr. Warring Kennedy, 
of Canada, earnestly advocated the first para- 
graph of the resolution, and told how a union

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GENERAL LEE DRAD. 


The Noble Son of an Illustrious Father 
Passes Away. 


HE SERVED HIS COUNTRY AND STATE, 


And After a Life Well Spent, Passed 
Peacefully Away at His Home 
in Virginia.

ALEXANDRIA, Va., October 15.—[Special.] 
Major General William MHenry - Fitzhugh 
Lee, the second son of General R. E. Lee, 
died at his home in Ravensworth, Fairfax 
county, this evening, aged fifty-four. 

On the receipt of the intelligence of his 
death all the bells in the city were tolled. 
He had faithfully. represented this district 
for two terms in congress, and was a mem- 
ber-elect of the next house. 

The cause of his death was heart trouble 
and dropsy. 

Sketch of His Life. 

In the death of this distinguished so!dier 
and citizen, Virginia has lost one of her ablest, 
truest, noblest sons; the south as gallant a 
knight asever drew sword in her, defense; 
the world a true patriot, a stainless gentleman 
and a devout Christian; and the bereaved 
family circle a devoted husband, a loving 
father and an affectionate brother. 

In one sense it is unfortunate fora man’s fame 
to belong toa distinguished family, as he is in 
danger of being overshadowed by the fame of 
the others, or underestimated by contrast with 
their greatness. The second son of Robert 
Edward Lee—the grandson of “Light Horse 
Harry” of the revolution—the brother of 
General G. W. Custis Lee, the able soldier 
aud accomplished president of Washington 
and Lee university—the cousin of the dashing 
cavalryman, Genoral ‘‘Fitz’’ Lee, late governor 
of Virginia, with whom he has been frequently 
-confounded—and withal a quiet, modest, re 
tiring gentleman—W. H. F. Lee (‘‘Rooney”’ 
he was familliarly called) has not had the 
place in the public eye to which his true 
merits, real ability and valuable services have 
entitled him. 

William Henry Fitzhugh Lee was born at 
Arlington in 41837, so that -he was 
only fifty-four years old, and there 
seemed every hope that he had 
before him many years of usefulness. 

His distinguished father being much absent 

from home in service on the frontier, the 
children of the household were under the im- 
mediate care and training of their mother, 
Mrs. Mary Custis Lee, one of the most accom- 
plished, and, at the same time, one of the 
most domestic, sensible, practical women—one 
of the finest specimens of the ol@ Virginia 
matrons—whoim I ever knew, and her careful 
hand and happy influence was easily seen in 
the character of her childven. But the fa- 
ther’s impress was not wanting, asin his fre- 
quent letters; and occasional visits he actively 
seconded the efforts of the noble mother. 
i On a visit to the home of General W. H. F. 
Lee at the ‘white house’”’ in 1873, he gave me 
the rare privilege of reading and of copying 
such as were proper to be used a number of 
letters written him by his father 
in his boyhood, youth, and 
manhood, and I do not hesitate to say that 
more affectionate, interesting, instructive, 
charming and valuable letters are not ta be 
found in the whole range of ancient or modern 
litertaure. 

Let me give just afew brief extracts from 
the father’s letters to show the character of 
training which the boy received. In a letter 
from Fort Hamilton, N. Y., March 31, 1846, 
he tells his boy a touching story of a 
heroic boy whe lived in the mountains 
of New Hampshire, and then adds: “Custis 
and yourself must take great care of your kind 
mother and dear sisters when your father is 
dead. Todothat you must learn to be good. 
Be true, kind and generous, and pray earnestly 
to God to enable yon ‘to keep his command- 
ments,’ and walk ‘in the same all the days of 
your life.’”’ 

A year later he wrote to both of his boys a 
charming letter, dated “Ship Massachusetts, 
off Lobos, February 27, 1847,’’ in which he 
gives a deeply interesting account of such 
things as would strike a boy’s fancy, and in 
which he says: ‘‘I was much gratified to hear 
of your progress at school, and hope that you 
willcontinue to advance, andthat I shall 
have the happiness of finding you much im- 
proved in allof your studies on my return. 
I shall not feel my long separation from you, 
if I find that my absence has been of no in- 
jury to you, and that you have both grown in 
goodness and knowledge as well as stature. 
But, O how I shall suffer on my return 
if the reverse has occurred. 

“You enter into all my thoughts, into all 
my prayers, and on you, in part, will depend 
whether I shall be happy or miserable, as you 
know how much I love you. You must do al] 


-{n your power to save me pain.”’ 


Under such influences ‘‘Rooney’’ (this seems 
to have been a pet name of his father, who 
sometimes addressed him in his letters as 
“my precious Roon’’) grew up a Inanly, 
noble youth, received a good preparatory 
training, entered Harvard univer- 
nity when about sixteen years old, and gradu- 
pted at twenty with high honor. I once had 
nmy possession an autograph letter from 

ieutenant General Wintield Scott, which 
speaks so favorably of young Lee, and gives so 
emphatically the opinion which that great 
soldier held of RK. E. Lee, that I quote it in 
full, as follows: 

“Headquarters of the Army, May 8, 1857—Hon. 
John B. Floyd, Secretary of War. Sir: [| beg to 
ask that one of the vacant second lieutenancies 
may be given to W.H.F. Lee, son gf Brevet 
Colonel Rh. E. Lee, at presenton duty agdinst the 
Comanches. I make this application mainly on 
the extraordinary mefits of the tather—the very 
best soldier I ever saw 1n the tield—but the son is 
himself a very remarkable youth, now about 
twenty, of a fine stature and constitution, a rood 
linguist, a good mathematician, and about to 
graduate at Harvard university. He is also hon- 
orabie and amiable, like his father, and dying to 
enter the ariny. = ‘ 

‘I do not ask this commission as a favor, rh: 
if I had influence I should be glad ag hy 
this case. 

“My application is in the name of’ national

He received the appointment, entered his 
chosen profession, and soon wona high repu- 
tation as one of the very best of that bright 
galaxy of young officers whothen adorned the 
United States army. 

The character he sustained in the old army 
may be best told by quoting from two letters 
written him by his father, which are also of 
deep interest as illustrating the inner life of 
the great soidier who was as tender as a wo- 
man in his intercourse with his soldier boys. 
The first is as follows: 

“ARLIQGTON, May 20, 1858.—I received vester- 
day in Alexandria, my dearest son, your letter of 
the 18th instant, from ‘Camp C, F. May.’ 
I had heard ot your departure from Governor's 
Island, and was very glad to learn of your safe ar- 
rival and of your assignment to the adjutancy of 
Captian Hette’s battalion. You are now in posi- 
tion to acquire wilitary credit, and to prepare 
the road for promotion and future advancement.

Under date of January 1, 1859, the father 
writes a tender letter to his ‘‘precious Roon,” in 
which, after speaking of the hardships the 
young officer had endured, he says: 

“But now that you have caught Custis [his 
older brother, who was then serving in the same 
department}, hope that you are indemnified for al 
of your privations. Lain delighted at you two 
being together, and nothing has occurred so 
gratifying to me for the past year. Hold on to 
bim as long as you can. Kiss him for ine and 
sleep with him every night. He must do the same 
to vou, and charge it all to my account. God 
ggg that it could be my good fortune to 
2 with you both!

“IT was sorry to see, from your letter to your 
mother, that you smoke occasionally. Itis dan- 
gereus to meddle with. You have in store so 
much better employment for your mouth. Re- 
serve it, Roon, for its legitimate pleasure, Do 
not poison and corrupt it with stale vapors, or 
tarnish you beard with their stench * * All 
send Jove. Very truly and affectionately, your 
father, K. k. LEE.” 

No wonder that under these influences and 
teachings “Rooney” Lee developed into the 
He married in 1859 
the beautiful and accomplished Miss Charlotte 
Virginia, and 
in 1860 resigned from the army and established 
his home at the ‘*‘ White House,’ on the Pa- 
munkey, which had been left him by his grand- 
father Custis. 

Cultivating with great success his broad 
acres, ‘“‘Farmer’’ Lee soon became widely 
Known and ees gee and his home was the 
seat of real old Virginia hospitality, while he 
was as h:appy as heart could wish. 

The following extract from a letter of his 
father’s, dated August 29, 1860, is worth re- 
producing: 

“lam glad to hear that your mechanics are all 

paid off and that you have managed your funds so 
well as to have enough tor your purposes. As you 
have commenced, I hopé you will continue never to 
exceed your means. It will save you much anx- 
iety and mortification and enable you to maintain 
your independence of character and feeling. 
easier to make our wishes conform to our 
means than to make our means conform to our 
wishes. In fact, we want but little. Our happi- 
ness depends upon our independence, the success 
of our operations, prosperity of our plans, health, 
contentment, and the esteem of our friends, all of 
which, my dear son, I hope you may enjoy to tlhe 
ful * 2 2,” 
But this quiet, happy home was soon to be 
disturbed by ‘‘war’s rude alarms.’’ The son 
of Robert Lee could not hesitate as to the path 
of duty when his loved Virginia felt the heel 
of the invader. 

He promptly raised a cavalry company 
called the ‘*'New Kent Troop,” of which he 
was unanimously elected captain. My 
space will not allow; me to. give 
even the barest details of his military career. 
Suffice it to say that he rode with “Jeb” Stu- 
art and Wade Hampton and Fitz Lee in move- 
ments which illustrated brightest pages of the

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to own, to Ravensworth, a fine old mansion in 
Fairfax county, left him by his aunt, Mrs. 
Fitzhugh, and it was here (syrrounded by his 
family and friends) that he Yreathed his last. 

I have left myself space for only a very brief 
analysis of his character. 

He was, in every sense of the word; a Vir- 
ginia gentleman of the old school. 

Brave, courteous, affable, considerate of the 
feelings of others, a fine conversationalist and 
a true friend, General Lee was universally 
popular, and warmly admired and loved by 
those who knew him intimately. 

He was loved with enthusiastic admiration 
by his old soldiers, for they knew that while 
he would lead them, when necessary, into 
the very ‘‘jaws of death,”’ yet he always made 
the best possible provision for their comfort, 
and would never needlessly sacritice them. 

A brother officer once said to him of a cer- 
tain movement which he might have made: 

“Why, Lee, you have thrown away a golden 
opportunity for personal glory and promo- 
.tion.”’ 

‘‘Yes!’’ was the reply, “I was fully aware of 
that, and 1 was confident then, as I am 
now, that I could have made it a brilliant suc- 
cess. But the final result would not have 
helped us, the loss would have been heavy, 
aad would not needlessly sacrifice the life of 
the humbiest soldier in my command for all 
the personal glory or promotion that the world 
ever saw.’’ 

Military ambition may sneer at this senti- 
ment, but it deserves to be written in letters of 
goid on the brightest pages of our history. 

But, above all, General Lee had a private 
character above reproach. 

Tle never drank as much as a glass of wine; 
he never gambled; he was free from the stain 
of vice. Better still, he was an humble, de- 
vout Christian, exemplified the power of the 
gospelin his daily life, and died as he had 
lived—a trusting disciple of the meek and 
lowly Jesus. 

It was my sweet pleasure to know him well, 
and his kindnesses to me through all of these 
years are a fragrant memory to me today. 

I never knew a truer, purer, nobler, knight- 
lier gentleman, and I do not hesitate to apply 
to him these stirring lines: 

The knightliest of the knightly race, 
W ho, singe the days of old, 

Have kept the fires of chivalry 
Agiow in hearts of gold. 

The* once happy home at Arlington 
has been made desolate. The illustrious 
head of the house, the noble matron who 
adorned it, and two sweet and accomplished 
daughters, and now this stalwart son, have 
“gone before,’’ leaving two sons and two 
daughters behind. 

But thank God there shall bea happy fam- 
ily re-union “over there’ in the sweet home 
which Jesus has pr€pared, and where wars 
never disturb, separations never come, and 
farewells are never spoken.

General W. H. F. Lee won his promotion 
because of his merits, not because of the fact 
that he was the son of Rh. E. Lee. 

He was wounded, and while the 
home of General Wickham, in MHan- 
over county, he Was captured 
by the enemy, confined in a casemate at 
Fortress Monroe, and threatened with hang. 
ing ‘‘in retaliation’’ for alleged ‘‘confederate 
cruelty to federal prisoners,’’ but he bore him- 
self giandly in it all, and submitted with 
Christian resignation to the sad tidings of 
the death of his loved wife during his im- 
prisonment. 

On his return from prison in April], 1864, his 
father wrote him one of the most touching and 
beautiful letters of condolence I have ever 
read, but added this significant sentence: 

But we cannot indulge in grief, however 
mournfully pleasing. Our country demands all our 
strength, all our energies. To resist the powerful 
combination now forming against us will require 
every man at his place * * * You had better 
join your brigade. This week will in all proba- 
bility bring us active work, and we must strike 
fast, and strong. My whole trust is in God, and I 
am ready for whatever He may ordain. May He 
guide, guard, and strengthen us is iny constant 
prayer. Your devoted father, RK. E. LEE. 

Accordingly General Rooney Lee hastened 
back to his command, and made a briliiant 
record in the great campaign which followed 
when, as General Rt. E. Lee once expressed to 
ine, ‘‘We had no horses for our cavalry and no 
men to ride them.”’ 

He surrendered at Appomattox and re- 
turned to find his beautiful home burned, his 
fields desolated, and his fortunes ruined. 

He went to work with characteristic energy 
and soon wor the reputation of being one of 
the best farmers in Virginia. 

He served a term of years as president of the 
state agricultural society with marked ability 
and success. 

He was twice elected to the Virginia senate, 
and was unquestionably regarded as the 
leader of his party in the legisiature. 

General Lee was an admirable speaker— 
sensible, clear, and at times very eloquent— 
and was one of the best managers, without any 
of the trickery of the demagogue, of a political 
campaign in the state. 

He was eleeted to congress from his dis- 
trict three timés by an overwhelming major- 
ity, and had he been’ spared he 
would have been elected governor of the Old 
Dominion—a position which his grandfather 
filled, and his father would have tilled, but 
for his positive refusal to accept the nomina- 
tion. General Lee’s career in congress has 
been that of a hard-working, efficient member, 
who rarely spoke, but always voted riglit, and 
exerted a quiet but wide influence among the 
members. He made one decided hit which 
will be long remembered. He had charge 
of the biil for,compensating the Episcopal 
Theological Seminary near. Alexandria for 
damages done its buildings during the war, 
and made a clear statement of the case, saying 
among other things that the seminary had 
been in the federal lines during the whole of 
the war, and its faculty ‘‘could not have been 
disioyal to the United States government, 
even if they had so desired.”’ He was inter- 
rupted by one of the ‘‘Treason Hunters,”’ who 
triumphantly asked, “I would like to know, 
as settling the question of ‘ioyalty,’ for whom 
these men prayed during the war?” 

General Lee at once replied, ‘Well! Ihave 
not particularly inquired on that point, but I 
suppose that, as good Christians, they prayed 
for all sinners everywhere.’’ It brought down 
the house in laughter and applause, and his 
bill went throngh with a rush. 

In December, 1867, General Lee was united 
in marriageto Miss Sabb Bolling, of Peters- 
burg, who has been regarded as one of thie 
most beautiful women in Virginia, who has 
since carried sunshine into his home, and who 
now sadly mourns his death. 

She has blessed him with two noble boys, 
who have just ripened into  prom- 
ising manhood, and are students 
at Washington and Lee university. 
Some years ago he changed his home from the 
historic “White House,” which he continued

ALL WERE AGREED 


That Mr. Trammell’s Substitute Was 
One They Could Stand On. 


IT REQUESTS LEGISLATION TO CORRECT 


Wrongs Set Out in the Ocala Platform, 
and Is Nothing More Nor Less Than 
Good Democratic Doctrine. 


What was expected to be a stormy debate 
found a happy termination in almost unani- 
mous agreement upon a compromise resolu- 
tion in the house of representatives yesterday. 

The expected debate was to be over the res- 
olution endorsing the Ocala platform, and the 
agreement was upon the substitute introduced 
by Mr. Trammell, of Whitfield. 

That resolution is one on which all demo- 
crats can stand. It was adopted yesterday by 
a vote of 138 to 5. 

There seemed to be a clash between the 
Reid and Trammell substitutes. Many mem- 
bers wanted to vote for both, and some did. 
Others voted against that of Mr. Reid simply 
that they might vote for that of Mr. Tram- 
mell. There was no real clash in sentiment, 
however. | 

The details of the proceedings explain that. 

The fight opened early. Both sides had 
mustered their full strength. Paul Trammell 
generaled the Ocalaites, with John Sibley 
commanding the forces in the field. Mr. 
Trammell had no new uniform, but he but- 
toned his Prince Albert coat close around his 
wiry little form and took position in the center 
aisle, when the house was called to order, 
watching an apportunity to open  hos- 
tilities. Colonel John Sibley was rushing 
around mustering bis forces and occasionally 
glancing upinto the gallery,where he observed 
the eyes of all the ladies centered upon his 
new suit of clothes that ‘‘fit like the paper on 
the wall.’”’” The grand stand was with him. 

At the first opportunity, which was early, 
Mr. Trammell ealled up the Ocala resolution, 
but there was other business that had prece- 
dence, and the speaker so ruled. 

The Trammell Kesolution. 

Soon the time for battle came. Mr. Tram- 
mell threw to the front a substitute resolution 
for that of Mr. Sibley. The clerk read it as 


follows: 
Resolved, by the house of representatives, the 


Sgnate concurring, That our senators and repre- 
sentatives in congress be and they are hereby re- 
quested to use thelr influence and votes to secure 
legislation which will correct the evils complained 
of by the National Farmers’ Alliance and Indus- 
trial Union in convention at Ocala, Fla., espe- 
cially those that relate to the present financial 
and taxation policy of the government. 

Then Mr. Reid, of Putnam, put in his sub- 
stitute, which he declared he offered as a sub- 
stitute for the whole. 

Mr. ‘Trammell attempted to plank this 
movement by a call for the previous question. 

Mr. Atkinson, of Coweta, held that Mr. 
Reid’s resolution was in order, should be read 
and was the first to be voted upon under the 
rules. 

The point was sustained by the speaker. 

Mr. Reid’s Substitute. 

Mr. Reid’s substitute read : 

That as democrats we owe our allegiance to the 
democratic party, whose platform of principles is 
in harmony with the demands of the great mass 
of the people. 

That in view of the decided democratic major- 
ity In congress, we urge upon them, as our repre- 
sentatives, the importance of taking such action 
as will best secure to the whole people such legis- 
lative relief as will meet the exigencies presented 
in the changed condition of our common country. 

We especially ask that such legislation be en- 
acted that will give iminediate relief to the people 
from the burdens arising from the unjust tariff 
and the iniquitous financial system of our govern- 
neut. 

Then Mr. Reid rushed to the front and called 
for the previous question. His resolution was 
first voted upon. 

On the yeas and navs explanations became 
in order. Dr. Chappell wanted the substitute 
re-read, but there were objections, and the 
voting commenced. 

Colonel Bob Berner declared he would like 
to vote for both, but his allegiance was to the 
democratic party first, and he voted aye. 

Mr. Cagle, the republican from Pickens, 
said from his seat of neutrality, that the whole 
thing was out of order and he would vote no. 

Dr. Chappell arose to explain his vote also, 
and in doing so 

Scored His Point ° 
by having the Reid substitute read again. 
Then hesaid: “I do not disagree to one 
word in that substitute, but in consideration of 
the method by which it was gotten up, I vote 
no.”’ 

Then the ‘old war horse from Chatham,” 
Colonel Bill Clifton, strode to the front like 
a mail-clad Grecian warrior of old, andin a 
voice that hushed the buzz of conversation 
and caught every earin the hall, declared he 
wanted to explain his vote. 

“IT am a democrat,”’ he cried; “I belong to 
the democratic party which restored liberty 
and freedom to this state inthe dark days of re- 
construction. I believe this grand old 
party is large enough and broad enough 
to embrace all democratic alliance- 
men. The alliance is a great organiza- 
tion. They aie democrats and we should 
throw no stumbling blocks in their way. 
There is nothing undemocratic in the resolu- 
tion that has been offered. We should adopt 
it without attempting to cut it off by a substi- 
tute offered to embarrass this house. For 
these reasons, in order to adopt the resolution 
which is to be voted upon next I now vote 
no.’ And with this a yell went up from 
the house that fairly shook the dome. 

Next came Mr. Fleming, of Richmond. He 
could see no objection to the Trammell! sub- 
stitute. He would be glad to have an oppor- 
tunity to vote for it, but he would 

Never Lose an Opportunity 
to endorse good, square, straightout old dem- 
ocratic doctrine, and he could not vote against 
the pending resolution. He thoughtit was a 
mistake that Mr. Keid should have pitted his 
resolution against Mr. Trammell’s, and he 
called upon the gentleman from Putnam to 
withdraw it. But it was not. with- 
drawn, and Mr. Fleming voted aye. 

Mr. Goodwin was in favor of Mr. Tram- 
mell’s resolution, but as the other came first 
and endorsed the democratic party, he voted 
for it. 

Mr. Graves announced he was a democrat 
and was proud of it; he was an allianceman 
and was proud of it. He could not do other- 
wise than vote for the pending resolution, but 
he would likewise vote for the other. 

Explanations were becoming so frequent 
that Mr. Sibley thought he saw an effort to 
prolong the matter until the hour of adjourn- 
ment to prevent the endorsement of the Ocala 
platform. He wanted no more drawn battles, 
but a decisive victory for one side or the other. 
Therefore, he moved to suspend the rules in 
order that no more explanations could be 
made. 

Three-fourths of the house voted with him 
and further explanations were cut off. 

When Mr. Reld’s name was called he at- 
tempted to get in an explanation on a question 
of personal privilege. He denied that he in- 
troduced the resolution to defeat the Ocala 
platform, “‘for,’’ said he, “has not the presi- 


| dent of the alliance said the democratic plat- 
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form contains all the planks of the aliiance 
platform and—’’ 

But right here the speaker cut him off short 
on a point of order. 

The roll call completed, the speaker an- 
nounced : 

“Onijthis question the yeas are 54 and the 
nays 90. The nays haveit. The question is 
lost,”” and with that there was cheering from 
the friends of the Trammell substitute. 

Then the Trammell Resolution. ' 

Then the question recurred on the Trammell 
resolution. Its advocates now knew they had 
it. They were grasping each other’s hand all 
about the hall. Their faces were all smiles. 
They were jubilant. Mr. Trammell! wore a 
smile of victory. John Sibiey strutted about 
like a peacock with his tail feathers pointed 
skyward and his head poised high in the air. 
Farmer Barrett smiled radiantly, one of those 
broad smiles that extended way down into his 
boots. 

The final yote was taken in silence. The 
Trammell resolution went through by a vote 
of 138 to 5. 

Thus ended the battle of the session, and 
soon thereafter this general assembly ad- 


journed forever.

She is bright of mind and rather pretty, too, 
but hag attained the abnormal weight of 100 
pounds, and is gaining flesh at the rapid rate 
of six or eight pounds each month.

Negroes as Democrats. 

Mr. Johnsing, on the negro minstrel stage, 
is not, as our fictive artists would remark, a 
verity. He has no place in realism. But 
there is a William H. Johnson in Albany, 
New York, who is real and very much alive. 
William H. has.seen the error of his ways, 
and, in company with quite a number of 
other colored voters, has cut loose from the 
republican party and become a democrat. 
Johnson has served two terms as a commit- 
teeman-at-large on the republican state com- 
mittee. He was loyal to that party until he 
finally discovered that the party cared noth- 
ing for the negro except as a voter. Dis- 
covering this, William H. Johnson stepped 
down and out of his highly ornamental 
ottice, and became a humble working demo- 
crat. As the president of the local branch 
of the Afro-American league at Albany, 
Johnson is said to be very influential. 

Just what influence is at the bottom of it 
we cannot say, but there is certainly a sig- 
nificant movement of the negro voters of 
New York from the republican to the demo- 
cratic party. ‘The extent of it may be ex- 
aggerated by the newspapers, but there 
seems to be no doubt that there is a negro 
democratic club in New York city the mem- 
bership of which runs into the hundreds. 
This is a very hopeful sign. If the negroes

Is the Tariff a Tax? 

The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette, 
which seems always to have an embryo. cy- 
clone eddying about in the bowels of its edi- 
torial department, says that during the joint 
debate at Ada, Governor Campbell declared 
that ‘‘the tariff is a tax,’’ whereupon, the 
sale authority goes on to say, ‘‘McKinley 
responded that if the tariff is a tax, and we 
of this country have to pay it, ‘in God’s 
name, what is England making such a fuss 
about? Whyis Germany crying out against 
the new tariff law?’ ‘Then,’’ The Commer- 
cial Gazette goes on to say, ‘‘he proceeded 
toshow why the foreigner, who pays not a 
cent of tax to support our institutions, 
should not be permitted to come here and 
enjoy the advantages of our superior markets 
Without paying for the privilege something 
toward helping us bear the expenses of our 
government.” 

The fatuousness of such an argument as 
this is in perfect keeping with the reckless 
attitude of the republican party on this 
question of high tariff. The manufacturers 
absolutely dictated the McKinley law, and 
now the man who has his name hitched to 
the monstrosity has the hardihood to stand 
up before an audience of presumably intelli- 
gent people and,tell them that the tax, which 
is the outcome of the high tariff, is paid by 
foreigners. Let us test the McKinley decla- 
ration by the factsin the case. In 1890 we 
imported 55,236,457 pounds of window 
glass, valued at $1,054,301. The duties 
paid on this window glass amounted to $1,- 
331,992. Wethus see precisely what tlie 
tariff tax on this importation of glass 
amounts to. It was paid in the first instance 
by the importers, but it will be added to the 
price of the giass,and consumers will have to 
pay it finally. 

McKinley solemnly avers that this duty is 
paid by the foreign makers, and that it is a 
contribution levied on them because they 
enjoy the privilege of our superior markets. 
It is a beautiful idea to present to sensible 
men. Ifthe foreign manufacturers of this 
imported window glass paid the customs tax 
levied on it by the McKinley bill, then the 
matter is settled. High protection is a good 
thing. But behold what the figures say: If 
the foreigners paid the customs tax, they not 
only paid back all the money they had re- 
ceived for their product, but $277,691 more. 

Now, somebody had to pay this tax. It was 
collected at the custom house, and the figures 
we have given are the treasury figures, 
Will any republican maintain that it was 
paid by the foreign manufacturers from 
whom the glass was bought? There is one 
more loophole. Did the importers, after 
paying $1,531,992 in duties, sell the glass to 
consumers for $1,054,301, thus pocketing a 
clear loss of $277,691? This much is cer- 
tain: Ifthe foreign manufacturers didn’t 
give their glass away and pay nearly $300,- 
000 to our customs collectors, they didn’t 
pay the tax. 

We have quoted these figures merely to 
show the absurdity of McKinley’s declara- 
tion. The high protective tariff of the re- 
publicans is a tax, and it was intended to be 
a tax. It was levied on the people in order 
to enable American manufacturers to in- 
erease their profits. :

Mills then joined Casey and persuaded 
Bramhall te give his check for $200. He did so, 
but stopped payment on it next day. Judgment 
was rendered for Casey for ghe full amount.

BOOZER’S BAD BREAK 


D. T, Boozer Behind the Bars Charged | 
with Forgery. 


AN ATLANTA BROKER UNDER ARREST. 


The Gate City Bank Causes the Arrest for 
Forging the Name of M. 
Cox to a Check. 


D. T. Boozer was arrested and placed 
behind the, bars late yesterday afternoon 
on the charge of forgery. 

On a flashy and artistic sign that adorns 
the door of a small office in the rear of 
G. T. Dodd & S§Son’s wholesale grocery, 
and fronting Pryor street, appears this 
legend: 

“D. T. Boozer, Brokerage and Commis- 
sion.’”’ 

Through his extensive business transactions 
with firms in this city, and his association 
with northern aud western houses, as rep- 
resentative and correspondent, the occu- 
pant of its oftice is well known in com- 
mercial circles. 

Within the past few months « several 
charges of crooked dealings have been ac- 
credited to Mr Boozer, but he has always 
managed to settle them up. without prose- 
cution. 4 

But yesterday the climax was reached, 
and at the instance of the Gate City bank 
he was arrested and locked -up in the 
city prison, where he still remains on the 
charge of forgery. 

Nature of the Offense. 

Here is what Mr. E»S. McCandless, cash- 
ier of the Gate City bank, said in regard 
to the matter:

Upon 
the strength of this statementI had Boozer 
arrested.

Boozer went out with McKee and introduced 
him toaconple of wholesale grocery firms, 
recommending him for a position.

McKee offered to pay Boozer for his trouble, 
but he would not accept any compensation. 
McKeechanged coats and yests in Boozer’s 
oftice later, and says he left his watch on the 
copying table. When he returned for it it was 
gone and could not be found. Here is Mr. 
McKee’s statement regarding the affair: 

‘‘After getting the position I went into 
Boozer’s ottice to change my dress coat for a 
working coat that was not so easily soiled.

Boozer was visited in his cell, and here is 
his side of the story : 

“The whole thing is anoutrage. I did not 
forge the check, but Cox signed it, and [ can 
prove it, 

“I met Cox in Florida about seven years 
ago, and when I met him here the other day I 
recognized him and spoke tohim. I asked 
him what he was doing here, and he said he 
had come here to go into the wholesale grocery 
business. I subsequently Sold him some goods. 
In a day or two I told him I wanted some 
money, and he told me to fill him outa 
check for $40, which I did, and he 
Signed it. I went over and got it cashed. 
Yesterday he was in my office again, and I 
told him I owed a man some money, and 
wanted $45. He told me to fill out a check 
for the amount, which I did, and he signed it.” 

About the Watch. 

‘As to the watch, I only took that to tease 
Dorse McKee. I intended to return it to him 
before night. I don’t believe Dorse McKee 
will accuse me of stealing his watch.” 

Boozer sent for McKee to ask him if he be- 
lieved he intended to steal his watch. 

McKee came to the station house, but, when 
he learned what Boozer wanted, would not go 
in to see him, saying: ‘‘There is no use argu- 
ing the question. Boozer stole my watch, and 
he knows it, and there is no use of me talking 
to him about it, for I would tell him so to his 
face.”’ 

Who He Is. 

B. T. Boozer is a South Carolinian, who 
came to Rome about five years ago’.and went 
into the brokerage business. He subsequently 
married a most charming young society lady 
of that city. 

About a year ago he moved to this city and 
engaged in the brokerage business. He has 
been unfortunate, and it is said lost $6,000 in 
one wheat deal, from which he has never been 
able to recover. 

Shortly after coming here he borrowed some 
mcney from Maddox, Rucker & Co’s. bank on 
a note for $600 signed by T. G. Boozer, his 
brother, of Newberry, S. C. The note was 
made payable at the Merchants’ National bank 
at Rome.

WHAT WAS ACCOMPLISHED YESTERDAY 


The Closing Scenes at the Capitol—Many 
Presentations—The Pension Bill 
Killed by Failure to Agree. 


The legislature has adjourned. 

The senators and members have gone to 
their homes. Many of them are now in 
the bosoms of their families. 

Some will come back next year, others 
will climb higher on the ladder of politics, 
and others still will retire to private life 
for all time. 

Yesterday was a rushing day, particu- 
larly in the house.

The Asylum Bill Passed. 

The first question yesterday in the house was 
a motion by Dr. Hand to reconsider the vote 
by which the bill to examine all asylum phyci- 
cians was defeated. He claimed that we 
should have capable and efticient physicians 
in charge of that institution. Of course Dr.

him excluded it was nothing but right and 
proper to pass the bill.

Colonel Huff argued strongly for reconsid- 
eration and the passage of the bill. 

It was reconsidered and passed. 

Soldiers’ Pension Bill Lost. 

The bill to pension indigent confederate 
soldiers was lost. 

It passed the house some days ago and 
went to the senate. The senate returned it 
to the house yesterday morning, amended to 
read “‘indigent and disabled’’ confederate 
soldiers, and with another amendment pro- 
viding that the state issue $500,000 of bonds 
annually for the next ten years with which 
to pay the same. 


The house adopted the first amendment but 


voted down the second. 

In this shape it went toa conference com- 
mittee and that committee failed to agree. 
Such a report was made to the house, but then 
it was too late to order another conference and 
the bill was lost. Theindigent and disabled 
soldiers other than those now on the rolls get 
no pensions, 

Rushing Business. 

The Ocala platform resolution then came up 
and was adopted as told in another column. 

Amendments to bills by the senate were 
adopted at the rate of one a minute. All the 
thread ends of legislation were gathered up 
and disposed of. The clerk’s desk was cleared 
and a committee was appointed to wait on the 
zovernor and learn if he had any messages to 
send in before adjournment. 

The committee returned and reported that 
he had nothing. 

It was then but 12:30 o’clock. The house 
had decided and the senate agreed that ad- 
journment should not be until 1 o’clock. 

There being no other business the speaker 
declared the house in recess to await the hour 
for adjournment. 

‘ Closing Scenes. 

Everybody was inajolly good humor -and 
as the speaker walked down from the chair, 
the members decided to have a little fun in a 
mock house for the amusement of the galleries. 

Major Ryals, the rotund Chathamite, was 
called tothe chair and called upon for an 
address. 

He rapped his gavel, tightened his belt and 
announced : 

“This is a position I have long sought, and 
sighed because I have not found it,” 

Thus ended his address. Then Mr. Gilbert 
rushed to the front with a resolution with 
many whereasges announcing that as Eb Will- 
iams was to move to Atlanta and take unto 
himself an Atlanta wife, thus deserting the 
county of Richmond, which had honored him, 
his seat be declared vacant and he be im- 
peached. 

Immediately calls wete made for the much 
embarrassed Mr. Williams. His prospective 
looked down upon him from the gallery, and 
he would have given a kingdom almost for a 
trapdoor to fall through. but it was not there, 
and he sat silent, as red as a beat. 

But the boys werein for fun, and a com- 
mittee of three went for him and led him to 
the stand. On his feet he recovered 
his composure to an extent and 
plead guilty to the charge of 
moving to Atlanta, but, with the same give- 
away expression on his face that the little boy 
had when he declared he had not been -Steal- 
ing green apples, he denied the second charge. 

The mock house continued in session for 
sone minutes, with everybody in jolly humor. 

A Néat Compliment. 

Then Mr. Fleming announced to the house 
that, as was well known, the members would 
inake @ presentation to Speaker Howell, and 


“he moved that Mr. Sibley, of Cobb, make the 


speech. 

Mr. Lumsden, of White, was called to the 
chair, and a committee wentto the speaker's 
room for Mr. Howell. 

He stood at the clerk’s desk. Mr. Sibley 
stood in the center aisie witha messenger at 
his side bearing a handsome silver tray and 
tea service. 

Mr. Sibley said: ‘“‘Mr. Speaker—The meom- 
bers of this house, appreciating the fair manner 
in which you have presided over this house, 
have delegated me, in behalf of every mem ber 
on this floor, to present to you this token of 
our esteem.” : 

Mr. Howell replied that he scarcely knew 
how to express his feelings after so many days 
of pleasant fellowship. He expressed hearty 
thanks to every member of the house and de- 
clared that above all he prided the expresrion 
of the gentleman from Cobb for 
the house, that he had been a fair 
and impartial presiding officer. He was glad 
tosay that during his term as speaker th ere 
had not been an appeal from the decision of 
the chair in a single instance. 

He said he might have differed with the 
house in the disposition of some business, but 
no man could say that the house had not dune 
what it conscientiously believed to be the riz/ht. 

It stands, he said, as one house above all 
that has given more muniticent recognition to 
confederate soldiers. Some had differed about 
the Confederate Home being the best method 
by which to distribute means to the soldiers, ‘but 
all were agreed that this legislature had done 
more than all others for confederate soldiers 
and their widows. It has done more for public 


schools, and passed more bank and railioad | 


Charters than any other. 

In concluding, Mr. Howell said: “I am 
havpy and proud to carry with me from: this 
position ghe confidence, esteem and frienclship 
of my frjlow members. Whatever may be in 
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store for me, I shall vever feel more profoundly 


grateful to anybody than I am to the members 
of this house.’’ 


Then the speaker took the chair and an- 
nounced the house adjourned sine die. 


THE SENATE'S VALEDICTORY. 


The Closing Scenes in the Upper House of 
the General Assembly. 
The senate’s last day was a busy one. 
All through the session the senators waded 
knee-deep in a maze of ineasures. 

The clerk's desk was piled high with pend- 
ing bills, which, at the steady rap of the pres- 
ident’s gavel. were knocked down as tabled, 
lost or carried. 

The business transacted will speak its own 
praises, 

the Baldwin constitutional amendment to 
pension indigent confederate soidiers, was 
amended by the senate soas to read “indigent 
and disabled,”’ and providing for the issuance 
of $500,000 of bonds annually. The house re- 
fused to concur in the latter clause of the 
amendment and the senate insisted on it. 

A cominittee of conference was appointed 
consisting of Senators Terrell, Ellington and 
Candler, on the part of the senate, to reconcile 
the divided opinion. This committee reported 
that no agreement could be reached with the 
house committee. The adjournment of the 
legislature, therefore, kills the measure. 

Senator Terre!] moved to take up both 
house and senate bills for concurrence in 
amendments. Carried.

To an act establishing eity-courts in cities of 
15,000, or more, inhabitants, on the recom- 
mending of grand juries. 

To an act incorporating the Merchants’ and 
Farmers’ bank, of Hartwell. 

To an act of incorporation of the Talbot 
Building and Loan Company. , 

Toan act repealing an act to abolish the 
oftice of county treasurer. 


To Have Annual Limited Sessions. 


Mr. Glenn moved to suspend the rule3 and 
take up the honse bin proyiding for amepding 


the constitution so as t6 ‘hold legislative ses- 


sions anuually hereafter. 

On the third reading pending an announce- 
ment of the vote it was tabled. Mr. Glenn 
moved to reconsider, which carried. The bill 
was puton its passage. Senators Ellington 
and Callaway said the people wanted it, it 
was proper, and should be carried. The bill 
passed on 9 vote of 30 to7. 

Then Senator Terre! moyed to take. up the 
other bill f6¥ ¢hanging’ the  constitusion| 
which restricts the legislature to asession of 
fifty days. Onan aye and nay vote it passed. 

Both now await the governor's 84 nature to 
become laws. 


Postal Rights for the Insane. 


On the motion of Senator Williams the bill 
insuring postal rights to the inmates of the in- 
Sane asyluims was reconsidered. Mr. Callaway 
depreciated earnestiy the wisdom of the meas- 
ure. The previous ‘question having been 
called, discussion was cut off and the call sus- 
tained. The main question of agreement to 
the favorable report of the committee was put 
and adopted. On its passage the bill was car- 
ried by a vote of 24 to 13. 

Senators Beck and Harp were appointed a 
committee to wait on the governor and notify 
him of the intention of the general assembly 
toadjourn at noon of the same day. Gov- 
ernor Northen reported he had no objections. 


Joint Resolutions Passed. 


To extend the use of the senate chamber to 
the national convention of Phi Delta Thetas, 
October 21st; the Sigma Alpha Epsilons’ for- 
ty-fifth annual national convention, December 
28th, 29th and 30th. : 


The State Normal Collegé. 


The bill of Mr. Huff, of Bibb, providing for 
the establishment and maintenance of a state 
normal college, to be located at Athens and 
operated as a branch of the state university, 
was considered. Warm discussion was heard 
on both sides of the biil. An aye and nay 
vote resulted in a poll of 22 to 15, which 
lacked one of being a constitutional majority, 
whereupon President Mitchell voted in the 
aflirmative, thus passing the measure. Georgia 
will have a normal college.

President Mitchell's Farewell. 


Resuming the chair again and calling the 
senate to order, pursuant to an adjournment 
President Mitchell said: 

“‘Senators—The science of government is as 
broad and deep as the ocean itself, and its per- 
fect solution lies as far beyond the ken of 
human wisdom as does the concealed treas- 
ures of the great deep frem the reach of hu- 
man vision. 

‘The perfection of law has engaged the best 
thoughtand effortof mankind from the be- 
ginning'of time, and yet we are far from at- 
taining the end. 

**That you have enacted some laws that are 
unwise was tobe expected. That you have 
enacted others thatare wiseis equally true, 
but that you haveenacted any law. without 
the best interests of the people of Georgia at 
heart, I believe to be emphatically untrue. 

“Your work goes to your constituents 
and must stand or fall by the 
test of time and experience. The wis- 
dom of it can only be fully determined by this 
test. The consciousness, however, of an in- 
tegrity of purpose and purity of motive in the 
passage of some laws, and the failure to pass 
Others,that have been cousidered by this'body, 
while it cairnot remedy defects, nor tender per- 
fect that which is imperfect, can be carried 
home with youand remain a living abiding 
reality in each senator’s breast that even the 
ravages of tiie itsoif cannot efface. 

“A sense of duty honestly per 
formed shields as _ effectually the heart 
of the patriot as did the steel-clad 
armor of the ancient soldier his person, from 
te poisoned arrows of the enemy. Unjust 
criticism, whether it comes in the garb of 
serious condemation or in the biting sarcasm 
of merciless ridicule, will fall as harmless at 
the upright legisiator’s feet as did the broken 
arrows at the leet of the mailed warrior. 

‘Senators, the time having arrived to de- 
clare this senate adjourned sine die, the 
declaration of it is fraught with more meaning 
to us than would appear in the mere 
formal announcement of it. While we re- 
joice that our labors have been brought 
to a close, that we are soon in the 
providence of God to be reunited to our loved 
ones at home and take our wonted places 
among our people who have commissioned us 
with this high trust, yet, the solemn fact 
comes to our minds, unbidden though it may 
be, that this senate, asa body, has convened 
its last time, and when it adjournsa few mo- 
nents hence, it will stand adjourned forever. 
In the very nature of things, it is impossible 
that we shall ever meet again in like @apagily. 
Many of us, perhaps, widely separated, as we 
will be, can never more renew in person 
the friendship so strongly formed in 
1890 and Yl. Some of us we know 
must very soon, and all at no very distant day, 
cross over the river. 

‘*‘Let us then, in view of these solemn facts, 
consecrate ourselves anew this day to God, our 
homes and our country. 

‘Senators, I cannot take my leave of you 
without acknowledging publicly a profound 
sen e of gratitude for the official and persona! 
consideration and kindness invariably and un- 
unstingly received at your hands. 

“Whatever of little reputation may have 
come to me by virtue of being your presiding 
officer, is due soiely to your generous conduct, 
and the unselfish upholding of my hands 
in the performance of every official duty. The 
respect and esteem which I first entertained 
for you has from long association arfd better 
acquaintance ripened into affection, and 1 say 
candidly, a reciprocity ofthis feeling on your 
part will be a more gratifying and enduring 
memory With methan all the honor attached 
to the official position. 

‘To say nore would, perhaps, be superfluous, 
to say less would fail to even partially express 
the feeling of a heart that will always remem- 
ber you and the oflicers and attaches of this 
body with kindness and gratitude. I now de- 
clare the senate of 1890 and 1891 adjourned 
sine die.”’

Thirty carloads of exhibits were unloaded 
at the exposition grounds on yesterday.

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NOT GUILTY. 


So Say the Twelve Jurors Who Tried 
the McConnells. 


END OF AN INTERESTING CASE, 


Charlie. Hill’s Superb’ Effort Catches the 
Crowd—Three Speeches for 
the Defendants. 


-_——y_ 


The McConnell brothers are free men. 

Last night they retuned home with a party 
of their friends, who had watched the trial 
with intense interest from beginning to end. 

At precisely 4 o’clock the jury filed into 
court. 

In response to the question—Gentleman, 
have you agreed upon your verdict ?—the fore- 
man handed the clerk the record. 

“We, the jury, find the defendants not 
guilty.” 

This verdict was what the defendants and 
their counsel expected, but Solicitor General 
Hill was rather surprised. 


Immediately an order was signed by Judge. 
Clark releasing the McConnells from custody, | 


aud in a few minutes they were receiving the 
congratulations of their friends and shaking 
hands with them. 

Marshal McConnell said that the only thing 
which surprised him was the long time the 
jury took to render a_ verdict of ac- 
quittal. “I never for one moment,” said 
he, “believed that an intelligent jury like that 
one would convict us of doing our plain duty. 
But, I tell you, Mr. Hiil isa terror. He can 
make even an innocent man feel mighty un- 
easy.” 

“Yes, he can,’’ putin his brother, “I tell 
you, I felt right ticklish when he was mak- 
ing that closing speech.” 

When the court met yesterday worning at 
4) o’clock, the room was pretty well filled with 
Bpectators. 

Judge Clark said: “Gentlemen, go to the 
Sury,’’ and Solictor General Hill made a brief 
argument for the prosecution. 

He was followed%y Mr. J. B. Hutcheson, 
who built an ingenious defense, His argu- 
ment was far above the average and evidently 
impressed both the court and the jury. 

Mr. J. L. Key spoke at considerable length 
and with power in defense of the accused. He 
held that they were discharging their duty 
when the killing occurred; that Mce- 
Connell shot not one moment too 
500n : that had he not pulled 
the trigger the instant he did his brother would 
doubtless have lost his life. Mr. Key’s argu- 
meut was exceedingly clever and he was highly 
complimented by his friends who heard it. 

Mr. Veter Francisco Smith, the senior coun- 
sel for the defendants, made an eloquent ap- 
peal in their behalf. He maintained that the 
nct was done in self-defense and was unavoid- 
able. He reviewed the evidence and handled 
severely some of the state’s witnesses. His ef- 
fort was an uncommonly able one and enter- 
tained the crowd. 

But the great speech of the day was made 
by Solicitor General Charley Hill. It was in 
fact one of the most powerful jury arguments 
ever heard in the courthouse. It was replete 
with biting satire, keen wit and broad humor. 
He spoke just two hours, and not a person left 
the courtroom while he was speaking. So 
powerful was his argument against the defend- 
ants that many thought their conviction must 
inevitably follow. 

Judge Clark was impressed with the gravity 
tf the case, and charged the jury at great 
‘ength. Hedetined all grades of homicide 
‘rom murder down to involuntary 
manslaughter in the commission of 
a lawful act, and gave the jury clear views of 
the law applicable to thecase. His charce 
was conspicuously impartial, and it was as 
Clear as crystal. 

At3so’clock in the afternoon the jury re- 
tired, and in exactiy one hour brought ina 
verdict. 

None of the jurors, it was learned, favored a 
verdict of murder, but some of them thought 
that possibly a verdict of the lowest grade of 
homicide might be just. Finally, however, 
the twelve agreed, and the McConndl broth- 
ers were vindicated.
